London, May 18.— There is a lack 


of fresh news from South Africa this 
morning, but details of past opera- 
tions tend to confirm the views tha* 
the end of the war is within meas- 
urable distance. 


From Kioonstnd comes a story, at- 


tributed to excellent authority, to 
the effect that a peace party is being 
foimed at Pretoria, 
while reports 


from Pretoria 
itself indicate dis- 


couragement at the recent reverses 
and the possibility of an early sue- 
ing for peace, 


There is nothing to throw light on 


the mystery of Mafeking. The usual 
crop of rumors were started on the 
stock exchange and elsewhere, based 
mostly on the fact that this day, May 
18, is the earliest date on which Lord 
Roberts held out to Mafeking the 
prospects of i«lief. 
The national 


anxiety is strained almost beyond 


the slif hteit dduft| that Colonel Bad- 
en-Powell will keep the union jack 
flying. 


On the line of tord Roberts 'advance 


the only impoitant news is that the 
Boers have blown up a bridge over 
the RhenoSter river, 37 miles north 
of Kroonstad. 


SAY MAFEKING IS RELIEVED. 


London, May 18.—A special dis- 


patch -from Lorenzo Marquis dated 
yesterday says: 


The last five hundred refuges who 


have arrived there agree in stating 
that Mafeking has been relieved. 


The end of the war is anticipated 


by the queen's birthday, May 24. 


It, is stated at the war office that 


no news as to the relief of Mafeking 
had been received up to 8 o'clock 
this morning. 


BULLER ENTERS DANNHAUSER 


Dannhauser, Thursday, May 17.— 


General Bullet entered Dannhauser 
at 10 o'clock this morning. 
The 


houses in the town were found to be 
not much damaged, owing to the 
sympathies of the Boer inhabitants. 
A house at Hatting Spruit, however, 
was destroyed. A number of rebel? 
were found at their homes and ar- 
rested. The railway is little dam- 
aged, but several large culverts have 
been destroyed.

CHANDLER TO CALL IT UP 


MATTER DISCUSSED WARMLY 


IN COMMITTEE. 


GOVERNOR SMITH PROTESTS 


WRITES A LETTER EXPRESSING 


INDIGNATION. 


Washington, May 18.—The senate 


committee on 
privileges and elec- 


tions has directed Chairman Chandler 
to press action on the Clark resolu- 
tion as originally reported. 


The following dispatch was receiv- 


ed and read to the committee from 
Governor Smith, dated Butte, Mont., 
May 17th: 


" Hon. W. E. Chandler, Washing- 


ton: I desire to present in as forci- 
ble a manner as possible my protest 
against the course pursued by Hon. 
Wm. A. Clark in attempting to de- 
feat the action of the senate of the 
United States upon the resolution 
presented by the committee on privi- 
eges and elections affecting his title 
to a seat and to protest against the 
methods pursued by him in securing 
an appointment at the hands of the 
ieutenant governor during my ab- 
sence from the state under circum- 
stances and conditions which to my 
mind indicate collusion and fraud 
His conduct in attempting a resig- 
nation and procuring a reappoint- 
ment under the conditions as he did. 
f the matter was before a court of 
ustice, would have been considered 
a contempt of court on his part. I, 
theiefore, trust that the committee 
and the senate will proceed to a proper 
and complete consideration of the 
question, so that the rights not only 
Of H*r. Claik, but of the state «f Mon- 
tana, in the premises may be deter- 
mined and that upon the presentation 
of his credentials of appointment by 
the lieutenant governor, the same be 
transferred -to the committee on priv- 
leges and elections for investigation 
and that I be permitted to make e 
more complete and detailed statement 
of facts concerning the resignation 
and appointment of Mr. Clark." 


The language of the resolution of 


the committee directing Chan-man 
Chandler to press the resolution as 
eported, follows: 
"Resolved, That the chairman be 


directed to press to a vote the reso- 
ution reported by the committee." 
The adoption of the resolution was 


preceded by a discussion of the vari- 
ous points involved in the contro- 
versy, including the proper course to 
be pursued with 
reference to Mr. 


Clark's credentials when they are 
presented to the senate. 
The prin- 


cipal discussion was, however, based 
upon the resolution 
directing the 


chairman to press the 
resolution 


hitherto reported to the senate from 
the committee declaring that Mr. 
Clark was "not 
duly and legally 


elected to a seat in the senate." 


The vote on the resolution stood 6 


to 3, Senators Pritchard, Hants and 
Fettus casting their votes in the neg- 
ative. 
These senators expressed the 


opinion that the resignation of Mr. 
Clark had the 
effect of definitely 


settling the case and that the senate 
was not called upon to take further 
action. 
Senators 
Chandler, Hoar, 


Burrows, McComas, Caffery and Tur- 
ey took the opposite view, holding 
that Mr. Clark's resignation did not 
n any way bar the further action of 
the senate, as the resolution is di- 
rected at the action of the legislature 
.n originally attempting to place him 
in office. 
The discussion was spir- 


ited and personal at times. 


Under Senator Chandler's original 


notice the resolution will come up in 
the senate at 1 o'clock tomorrow and 
by direction of the committee he will 
make strenuous efforts 
to secure 


early consideration of it. 


There was no vote upon the ques- 


tion of the reference of the creden- 
tials under the lieutenant governor's 
appointment but there is no doubt 
that the committee holds the refer- 
ence should be made, especially in 
view of Governor Smith's letter. 


Senators Pritchard and Harris ex- 


pressed themselves as opposed to the 
reference of the credentials when 
they arrive.

HAD BOGUS STAMP FACTORY. 


Muncie, Ind., May 18.—Deputy 


United States Marshal Orr has made 
;he charge that bogus Cuban stamps 
amounting in face value to many 
:housands of dollars had been turned 
out by the printing office formerly 
owned by Charles F. W. Neely. The 
story is specifically denied by Ross 


Cowan, present manager of the 


slant and one of the heavy stock- 
holders, but Orr insists the govern- 
ment has proof of the truth of his 
assertion. 
He offers no 
evidence, 


however, while Cowan protests that 
the government inspectors who have 
been ransacking the plant 
would 


surely have found some signs of the 
machinery for producing the stamps, 
Which all admit they have failed to 
do. Orr says further that there are 
five Indianians yet to be arrested, 
three of whom live in Muncie and 
:wo in Indianapolis, for complicity 
with Neely in his alleged fraudulent 
transactions. 


When the United States stamps 


went into use in Cuba Colonel Neely 
was ordeied to 
destroy $400,000 


worth of Cuban stamps then in use. 
It has been claimed that he destroy- 
ed only a part of these and that he 
and his fi lends have systematically 
distiibuted bogus 
stamps, selling 


them, in some instances, at a dis- 
count to Cuban postmasters. 


Mr. Cowan said in detail concern- 


ing the charges: 


"You may say that if there is any 


story afloat that the Neely Printing 
company ever turned 
out 
Cuban 


stamps either for the postal or the 
evenue service, it is false. We have 
neither printed stamps legitimately 
nor illegitimately for the 
govern- 


ment. We have not denied having 
had government contract work, but 
it was not for stamps. It has been 
mostly In the 
form 
of printing 


Blanks. The amount of work done 
jy the plant for the government dur- 
ng the last eighteen months, which 
covers the period of Neely in Cuba, 
has not exceeded $10,000. Do you 
suppose that the government officials 
that have overhauled my place from 
the day of the arrest of Neely would 
not have found some evidence if the 
gigantic factory you speak of was 
located here?" 


Cowan Says the government 
con- 


tract work which his company is do- 
ing is going forward now, just the 
same as before the Neely 
trouble 


arose. 


Orr has been on government duty 


at Daleville, twelve miles west of 
here. It was thought some of the 
packages that are supposed to have 
been received by Neely within this 
city might come to the Daleville post- 
office and be conveyed 
to Muncie 


overland. 


FIRST SMITH HEARD OF IT.

I have 
drafted an act which will make the 
course of proceedure in such matters 
sure and certain and I respectfully 
ask that it be considered by your 
committee and if found expedient 
that it be introduced and passed as 
speedily as possible." 


The attorney general's bill is en- 


titled "An act for extradition and 
rendition in certain cases."

A new legal question has arisen in 


connection with the government of 
roreign dependencies in the case of 
Neely, charged with Cuban 
postal 


embezzlements. 
The counsel for 


ileely have discovered that the re- 
quisition for his extradition makes 
the charge under the old Spanish 
aw. To this they object, both be- 
:ause the penalty is more severe and 
because the trial will be without a 
ury and before a judge appointed by 
a military governor. 


The question of a more severe pen- 


alty for public theft, undei the law 
prevailing in Cuba is not vital as 
affecting the legality of the extradi- 
tion. 
The 
question whether an 


American citizen can be taken by 
;he United States to Cuba to be tried 
without jury is more than doubtful, 
though hardly serious. But, further, 
the hazy legal relations between the 
military government of Cuba and the 
United States, or the state of New 
York, are cited as justifying an issue 
whether there can be extradition at 
all. 


The legal puzzle can be left to the 


courts. As to the hardship of trying 
an American citizen by Spanish law 
without jury trial, it illustrates a 
peculiarity of the 
situation. 
The 


United States has left the Cubans 
under that system of law for over a 
year and a half. If it is a hardship 
to American citizens it must also be 
a hardship to the Cubans. Indeed, 
the hardship is greater to the latter 
for they cannot get away from it 
while the American citizens who se- 
cured jobs in the Cuban postal sys- 
tem were not obliged to go there and 
subject themselves to the harshness 
of the Spanish law if the money they 
handled should stick to their fingers

MONUMENT TO HEB MEMOBY IS 


DEDICATED NEAE WABASH. 


THE WHITE ROSE OF MIAMIS 


BOBN OF QUAKER PABENTS AND 


STOLEN BY INDIANS. 


ADOPTED WAYS OF REDSKINS 


ONCE LIVED IN FORT WAYNE 


THE WIFE OF A CHIEF. 


Wabaah, Ind., May 18.—An elabor- 


ite progiam of ceiemonies was wit- 
icssed by crowds of visitois to the 
village of Peoria, near this city, yes- 
erday, the occasion being the unveil- 
ng of a bronze monument to one of 
he strangest and most pathetic char- 
.cters in American history. 
The formal exercises of the unveil- 
ng began at 12 o'clock. 
Prayer was 


ffered by Dr. Arthur Gaylord Slo- 
um, president of Kalamazoo college. 
Victoria Bondy and Mabel Bondy, 
Teat-granddaughters of Frances, un- 
veiled the shaft. 
Addresses were 


nade by many pioneers of Indiana 
who knew the Indian captive. 


No more stirring story than that of 
he life history of Frances Slocum has 
ieen told since the days of the pil- 
•rim fathers. 
Among the traders and savages of 
lie northwest she was known as the 
White Bose of the Miami" and as 
ho "Lost Child of Wyoming." Born 
f white parents, she was stolen when 
five years old by Indians of the Dela- 
waie tribe and was reared in an In- 
ian wigwam. Later she married an 
ndian chief and adopted the life of 
,er husband's people, so that in later 
yeais, when her whereabouts were 


iscovered by the members of her 
wn family, she refused to return to 
ivilization. 
The monument today 


inveiled by the kindred of Frances 
slocum is a light bronze shaft nine 
eet high. 
Insciibed upon its four 


ides is the history of the captive's 
ife as she told it to her grandchil- 
ren. 
It bears the name of Slocum 


nd her Indian name, She-Po-Con-Ah. 
A portion of her story has been 


H'eserved as follows: 
"I was taught 


never to trust the white men and to 
avoid them at nil times. 
When I 


aw a white man I always ran away 
tut of sight. I became a good marks- 
woman with the bow and arrow, and 
ingagcd in all Indian sports. 
After 


hree years at Detroit we went to 
Tort Wayne and stayed there until 
ifter General Harmer's defeat by the 
Indians, at which time all the women 
and children were run 
off to the 


north. 


LEFT HEB CBUEL HUSBAND. 
"I lived with the Delawares and 


named Little Turtle, a chief. 
He 


was cruel, and I left him and mar- 
ied Chepokenah, 'Deaf Man,' the 
Ossage chief. 
I remember the de- 


eat of the Indians by General An- 
thony Wayne. 
After peace we re- 


turned to Fort 
Wayne, and then, 


after the battle of Tippecanoe, we 
came here to the Mississinewa." 


When the government order was 


made for the removal of the Miamis 
west of the Mississippi a special act 
of congress was passed excepting 
Fiances Slocum and her family. She, 
n her last sickness, refused all med- 
cal aid. 
Her death, March 9, 1847, 


was due to pneumonia. 


Frances Slocum was the daughter 


of 
Jonathan 
and 
Mary Slocum, 


Quakers, who, in 1771, moved from 
Connecticut to Wilkesbarre, Pa., then 
a small wilderness hamlet. 
Attacks 


by the Indians were of frequent oc- 
curience, but it was not until seven 
years later that three Indians stole 
upon the log cabin of the Slocums 
in the dusk of the evening and mur- 
dered two of the children and a son 
of a neighbor who were at work in- 
side. 


Frances and hei mother fled to hid- 


ing places in the house, but the little 
girl was discovered and carrisrl away 
into captivity. Her father attempt- 
ed to follow the trail of the red men 
but without success, and a month 
later the father lost his life by the 
Indians. 


Bepeateri clews to the whereabouts 


of the child were received by Mrs 
Slotum and the brothers of the girl 
but when they visited the places 
where she was reported to be she had 
disappeared. 
Frequent 
news wa 


brought of the child, now lapidly 
blossoming into womanhood, by gov 
ernment agents, but the repeated at 
tempts to rescue her were withou 
avail. The Indians appeared to hav< 
entered into a conspiracy to keep her 
find any attempt at taking her b; 
force would have caused bloodshed. 


DISCOVEBED BY ACCIDENT. 
In the years just preceding tb 


dawn of the new century France 
had been carried far westward by he 
captors, as they were driven forwar 
by the encroachments of the whites 
The final discovery of her abode was 
purely accidental. 


Colon*! Ovorge W. Ewing, an la 


dian trader, whose home was at Lo- 
gansport, lad., chanted one night in 
1835 to be overtaken by darkness 
n the vicinity of the Osage camp 
known as Deaf Man's village in the 


estern part of Wabash county. He 


was taken into the home of the chief, 
and on watching the squaw as she 
moved about the room noticed that 
she had a peculiar deportment and 
bearing for an Indian. When she 
aised her arm her sleeves fell back 
nd showed that the skin was white. 
Colonel Ewiug was much astonished, 
and questioning her in the Indian 
ongue she admitted with some hes- 
tancy that she was not an Indian, 
nd spoke of her abduction and jour- 
ney westward. 


Colonel Ewing, ,with scarcely any 


lope of finding her relatives, wrote 
letter to the postmistress of Wilkes- 
larre, Pa., who was also the editress 
if a small paper, but she paid no 
ttention tOy.the story of Frances Slo- 
um and threw the letter aside. Two 
years afterward the letter fell into 
he hands of the new editor of the 
iaper, John Forney, and the story 
was published. 
A copy of the paper 


ell into the hands of the relatives of 
Frances. 
Her brotheis and sisters 


mmcdiately set out on a pilgrimage 
o Logansport. , They were met by 
Colonel Ewing, and were accompa- 


ied by him to Deal Man's village, 


where an affecting inteiview between 
hem and the lost sister took place. 
They questioned her closely, and 
he told them the history 
of her 


trange career. The brothers and 
isters entreated hei to return with 
hem to Peru, Ind., but evidently 
earful ot designs upon her, she re- 
used. 
A few days later they re 


urned and repeated the requests ar.d 
he again refused. She sairt she was 
appiev with her family, and that 
he was growing old and thought 
hange of abode would shorten her 
ays. She at this time expressed the 
wish that when,she died her body 
light rest in the little 
cemeteiy 


ear by. Her, grave is on a high 
noil overlooking the valley of the 


Mississinewa river.
